THE CRAG 


This is the record of one year in the 
life of a school, Turner Ashby High School. 
A name is merely a label designating an 
object, butto us, Turner Ashby High School 
is more thana large brick building in Dayton, 
Virginia. It is a tradition, a way of life, 
based on the life and times of one man - 
General Turner Ashby. 

Turner Ashby was a native Virginian, 
born in Fauquier County. After Virginia 
seceded from the Union he left his home, 
named ''The Crag'', and became the leader 
of a Confederate cavalry company. Ashby 
was knownas the Knight of the Confederacy: 
all our teams are called the Knights, and 
our mascot is the horse. He was fatally 
wounded during a skirmish at Port Republic 
in 1862.

THE CHARGE 


Inour school's library there is a painting 
of General Ashby leading a charge. This 
mural, one ofa proposed three as a memorial 
to Dr. C. H. Conner, was begun in 1961 after 
his death. His family had requested that no 
flowers be sent: instead, friends sent contri- 
butions to the library. It was decided to use 
the money for a mural about General Ashby. 
This frame was completed by artist Kathy 
Suter in 1964. 

Many of the things associated with the man 
Turner Ashby, such as the Ashby coat-of- 


arms andthe family motto, "Be Just and Fear 


Not", are also associated with this school, and 
almost all of them are depicted on the class 
ring we receive as juniors. 

Sothis, then, is part of the tradition of our 


school... Turner Ashby High School.

With these words the obligation of the Student Co- 
operative Association is proclaimed. 


The S.C.A. here at Turner Ashby is an active one 
that continually works forthe welfare of all its students. 


In August of each year an executive committee of 
the S.C.A. meets to set up the school calendar for the 
coming session. Dates for club meetings, dances, ball 
games, and other outside activities are arranged in such 
a manner so as not to conflict if at all possible. 


Installation of officers. 


One of the biggest events of the year, Homecoming, 
is sponsored by the S.C.A. Weeks before the big night 
S.C.A. committees are hard at work, rehearsals are 
held for the Homecoming Court and band, and flowers are ordered for the attendants and their escorts. The gym is 
decorated and at the dance that night music is provided and refreshments are served. S.C.A. representatives serve 
as hosts and hostesses for returning alumni. 


During American Education Week Open House is held here at Turner Ashby. S.C.A. officers serve as hosts and 
hostesses and representatives offer their assistance to the teachers upon request. The Council purchases white 
carnations for each teacher to wear that night as well as red and white carnations for the officers. The magazine 
campaign is one of the main projects ofthe S.C.A. The monetary prizes awarded are drawn from the profits received. 
Basketball tickets are purchased by the Council from the physical education department as free prizes in the campaign. 
Red roses, compliments of the S.C.A., are presented to each faculty member whose homeroom reached their specified 
quota. 


Turner Ashby sends delegates to represent this school at District conventions, S.C.A. Forums in Roanoke, State 
Conferences, and S.C.A. Workshops held at Radford. 


Eaci year in connection with the F.F.A. the S.C.A. erects a Christmas tree in the main hall. Volunteers from 
the Council help to decorate it and bring the true flavor of Christmas to our school. 


The S.C.A. sponsors the election of J.V. and Varsity cheerleaders each year. Ballots are printed and Council 
representatives as well as other volunteers tabulate the votes and announce the results. 


Constitutions of new organizations are always submitted to the S.C.A. first. The newly formed Drama Club is the 
latest organization to receive approval of the Council. 


Improved features for the school are purchased by the S.C.A. with profits made from the magazine campaign. 
These features include new speakers stands for the teachers, water coolers, and "black-out"' shades for the small 
dressing rooms adjoining the band room. 


An S.C.A. committee composes anhonor roll scroll each six weeks and displays it in one of the show cases in the 
lower hall. 


Handbooks of Turner Ashby High School are published by the Student Council and given to all eighth graders and 
other incoming students. 


Dress up days at Christmas and the end of school are sponsored by the S.C.A. as well as the After-Exams dance, 
the Sadie Hawkins dance, and the Get- Acquainted dance at the beginning of the school year. 


Aschool picnic is held annually by the Student Council, S.C.A. committees are set up to select a movie, organize 
games, serve the picnic supper, and clean up the cafeteria, gym, and school grounds after the event. Volunteers are 
solicited by the S.C.A. homeroom representatives to serve on these various committees. 


School-wide elections of S.C.A. officers are intended to enable each student to have an active voice in the leader- 
ship of his school. 


The matinee performance of the Talent Show is sponsored by the S.C.A. each year as well as the Awards program. 
Both of these are presented as school assemblies. 


The entire Council votes upon the recipient of the Leadership Award. The personreceiving this award is not made 
known until the day of graduation. 


Another main project of the Student Council is keeping the Cafeteria tables clean and in good shape after each 
lunch period. The Council passed a recent resolution, "Eat up and clean up--Cafeteria style!" 


The obligation to serve this school and community is one which the Council officers and representatives strive 
to meet each year. Only the student body of this school can judge the success of their effort. 


It cannot be denied, however, that without the Student Council a great void would exist here at Turner Ashby. 
The backbone of this school rests on the foundations and principles of the Student Cooperative Association.
